Those Missouri Women. 


We are indebted largely for the follow- 
ing facts to the New York Pioneer which 
may. be relied upon: 

Last week’s Pioneer gave an account of 
the summoning of the Spickardsville wo- 
men crusaders to appear in court at Tren- 
ton; Mo., a neighboring town, to answer 
to the charge of having destroyed a club- 
house where liquors were. being sold con- 
trary to law. Accordingly, at 9.30 0’clock 
on the morning of Friday, Feb. 21, a gaily 
decorated special train rolled into Trenton, 
from Spickardsville. In it were the thir- 
teen women and three men under-bonds 
for participating in the recent crusade. 

Five hundred of- their friends arrived 
with the crusaders, and they were met 
at the depot by 1,000 Trenton sympa- 
thizers. As they alighted from the train 


the crusaders sang **Hold the Fort,” the} 


whole crowd joining in the chorus, A 
procession was formed with the Rev. J. 
H. Cox as marshal of the day, and, headed 
by the sixteen crusaders, all wearing 
badges, the march- was taken up- through 
the principal streets. The number in line 
is variously estimated to.have been from 
800 to 2,000 The Spikardsville delegation 
bore many banners with inscriptions like 
these: ‘‘A mother’s hope, a sober son,” 
We protect our homes and children,” 
“The will of the majority is law,” ‘‘Hear 
the voice of the people,’ ‘‘Whiskey must 
, go; this is official.”

Although Jesse James rode through the 
streets unharmed, and had friends here | 
who tied out a fresh horse for him when-'| 
ever he was expected, Lathrop was al- 
ways an anti-whiskey community, and its 
population of 2,000 at the local-option 
election a short time ago asserted very 
strongly their determination to continue 
under the banner of prohibition. 


The two saloon keepers were arrested 
and fined each month $10 and. costs, or 
$18 in all, but as they paid no license, $18 
a month was cheap tribute for the’’privi- 
lege of peddling whiskey. There was at 
all times within the past six months some 
talk of suppressing the saloons, but the 
monthly fine was the only official evidence 
ef opposition to them. On the night of 
Jan. 27, Abe Scruggs, a young farmer,, 
and John Brooks, a blacksmith, got drunk 
in Carroll’s place and quarrelled. Scruggs 
stabbed Brooks, and though the wound 
was not fatal the tragic occurrence ‘inten- 
sified the anti-saloon feeling cherished by 
the women and some of the best citizens, |. 

Ata meeting of the Knights of Honor, 
to which Brooks belongs, somebody stated 
that Mrs. Brooks had said that if twenty- 
five women, would help her she would de- 
molish Carroll’s saloon. Mr. W. K. Maret, 
a marble dealer, heard this and_ repeated 
it to his wife. Mrs. Maret, a pretty, quick- 
spirited little woman, did not sleep much 
that night. She had made up her mind to 
be one of the twenty-five women to help 
Mrs. Brooks. Next morning, bright and | 
early, she saw Mrs. Brooks. The same | 
day, Tuesday Feb. 4, she visited Mrs. J. 
L. Smith the Methodist preacher’s wife, 
and Mrs. J. L. Carmichael, wife of the 
pastor of the Baptist church, and Mrs. J. 
M. O’Bryen, wife of a presiding elder of 
the M. E. church, and enlisted them. in 
the crusade. Next morning these women 
went to Squire Burke and had him draw 
up the following agreement, to which 
seventy-nine signatures were afterwards 
obtained: © 


— —_ AGREEMENT. 


We, the undersigned women of the city 
of Lathrop, do hereby enter into an agree- 
ment to form ourselves into an organiza- 
tion for the purpose of ridding or driving 
out of the city of Lathrop the despicable 
and corrupting saloons or whiskey pests 
which are now infesting and scandalizing 
the fair name of our otherwise beautiful 
and peaceful little city. We bind ourselves 
together as a band of Christian women to 
use every possible means to break up those 
dens of infamy, iniquity and corruption, 
that we will stand by and faithful be to 
each other in the discharge of this impor- 
tant duty with Christian cheerfulness and 
fidelity. 


__Mrs. Maret and the ministers’ wives 


~of the “club-house,” overturned and dis- 
mantled, lying by a railroad track. The 
Opera House, where the crusaders were to 
have their preliminary examination, was 
crowded, andas court had not been de- 
clared open, the Rev. Mr. Cox called the 
mneeting to order, and opened it, with a 
‘prayer in which he called upon the Lord 


to inspire the lawyers for the defence with: 


such foreevand. genius-that they would 
promptly secure..a yindication of their 
clients, and confuse and humiliate the 
prosecution. Original crusade songs were 
sung, and the Rey. Mr. Knox of tlre Pres- 
byterian church prayed fervently for the 
suecess of the crusade, and hoped the time 
would ‘soon come when people would not 
have to resort to mob law to protect their 
_ rights. Then there were more crusade 
songs. A big ‘‘temperance crusade 
lunch’ was served,in the court-house yard 
_afterthe meeting adjourned. Water was 
the only liquid. : 
" When Justice Snanklin called his court 
to order at 1.30’0’clock; there were 1,500 
people-crowded into the Opera House. 
The jury, which had been already chosen, 
was then-announced. Se pee 

Here follows the details of the trial, 
very exciting, which we are obliged to 
omit. Suffice it to say that at 7.30 P.M, 
the jury returned the verdict in which-they 
fined each of the defendents $5.

THE LATHROP CRUSADE, 

The full story of the Lathrop crusade 
which has aroused Spickardsville and the 
~ temperance-women-throughout Western 
Missouri, begins with the pening of two 


saloons in Lathrop, in violation of the. 


existing law, last September... These 
‘saloons were opposite each other on the 
\-principal street, close to the Post Office 
and mayor’s office. They were the first 
the town had known for fifteen-y rs 


solicited signatures all day Wednesday and 
part of Thursday. Thursday afternoon 
they had their little army complete. Then 
they sought legal advice. -After that they 
consulted Banker Jones, who promised 
them all the money assistance they might 
need. - Their plans, if they had any, they 
disclosed to nobody. The news that they 
were organizing spread, and there was 
much excitement in town. Indeed, the 
excitement was so great that the cruraders 
changed their rendezvous from the Metho- 
dist church, which they were afraid might 
be set on fire, te Mrs. Maret’s house. The 
Marets occupy a neat little cottage in the ' 
middle of the town. Hither the crusaders | 
repaired Friday afternoon. No. token of 
their mission was shown in their attire. 
All were dressed-for-the.street. 

A short prayer was offered up, and a 
programm® oMetermined. upons..Tt-was 
agreed that the party would form. in line 
and walk two by two through the streets 
to the battle-ground. Each saloon would 
be besieged by the entire force. A com- 
mittee of two was appoiited to do the 
talking; the saloon-keepers were. to be 
given the alternative of getting out of 
| town and taking their liquors along or 

every drop of béer and whiskey would be

The prosecuting attorney tried to talk 
law and order, to the women, but they paid 
no attention. Arriving at Ward’s place 
they found. it closed. They pushed in the 
front doors.and entered the billiard room. 
Thiswas deserted, _'The—bar-room--was 


back of it. Here another locked door con- 


fronted them. Mrs. Sallie Bohart broke it 


open with a chair, and in rushed the cru- 
saders into the ‘‘devil’s den.’’ The cru- 


saders took no hatchets or axes with them, * 


so far as is known, but these implements 
materialized very quickly when they were 
wanted. It did not take long to wreck 
Mr. Ward’s place. Then the women formed 
in line and marched ‘across the street to 
interview Mr. Carroll. He was behind his 
bar, and tried to bull-doze the crusaders. 
He began writing down names, This 
action had no terrors in it for his: visitors. 
They gave him the alternative of closing 
up and getting out of Lathrop, or of ‘see- 
ing his tanglefoot meander profitlessly in 
the streets. He would not make terms 
with them, so the crusaders marched into 
his back room, ahd seizing the bottles and 
casks emptied whiskey and wine and beer 
into the gutter, They broke. a box of 
bottled beer and also two casks of beer 
labelled ‘‘Lamp chimneys.”’ 


WARD WOULDN'T SIGN. 


They had demolished everything in Car- 
roll’s, and were about to move on to- the 
drug stores when somebody told them that 
Ward had four varrels of whiskey con- 
cealed in a. ‘‘warehouse’’ adjoining his 
bar-room. The column Wheeled and went 
across the street. The warehouse was 
locked, but they put a boy in through the 
window and he opened the door. Mr. 
Ward was on liand and pleaded that: the. 
whiskey did not belong to-him;.that.it-was 


| in-his charge, to be shipped to St. Joseph. 


The women told him that if he would sign 
an agreement to take the liquor away, 
remove his billiard-tables, and abandon 
the saloon - business, they would: not 
molest him further. He agreed to do 
this. Mrs. J. M.. O’Bryen,,wife of the 
Methodist Episcopal elder, and several 
other women were placed as a guard-over" 
the.whiskey. Mrs. Kinney and a few cru- 
saders started with Mr. Ward for Jones’s 
bank. Onthe way Ward met friends who 
advised him not to sign the agreement. 
Mrs. Kinney and her companions went to 
the bank, waited a zeasonable time for 
Ward, and then returning to the saloon 


or _the order, ‘Roll out the barrels!”? 


As soon as Mrs. O’Bryen heard the order 
she upended a barrel and sent it spinning 
into the street. The other barrels were 
treated in the same way. With axes the 
heads were knocked in, and. a rivulet of 
whiskey flowed down the main street. The 
destruction was now complete. The two 
saloons were -entirely wrecked so far as 
their liquid contents were concerned, 
Ward's billiard-tables came near being 
chopped up, and would have been had 
he riot promised to remove them. 

Some drug stores loere visited and pre- 
scription -files inspected, but the chief 
work of the crusaders was done in the 
saloons. The crowd in the street was 
good natured and not boisterous. The 
women made no noise, but-battled quietly 
and-with determination. --The—clergy- of 
the place were unanimous in endorsing 
theisaction. 
citizens commended the crusade, 
was some talk of prosecuting the Lathrop 
women also, but this will not be permitted. 
There is.no fear of trouble unless the 
saloon keepers attempt to sell liquor 
again. The crusaders! have not been 
frightened by the excitement which at- 
tended and followed their raid. In a 
gathering at Mrs, Maret’s the other day 
they. said: - i 


We will keep whiskey out. of .this 
town if we have to pour it all into the 
gutter. The women of Lathrop are a unit 
on this matter.”’

handsome youtg pine or fir, forty or fifty 
‘feet high, with the straightest and most 
uniformly tapering trunk that could be 
found within ‘a reasonable distance, was 
chosen. The selection is always made by 
some old woman, generally the oldest one 
‘in the camp, if-there-is‘any way of deter- 
mining, who leads a number of maidens 
gaily dressed-in the beautiful beaded buck- 
skin gowns they wear on state occasions; 
the part of the maidens is to strip the tree 
of its limbs as’ high as possible without 
felling it. Woe to the girl who claims to 
be a maiden, and joins the procession the 
old squaw forms, against whose claims any 
reputable. warrior or squaw may publicly 
proclaim: Her punishment is swift and 
sure, and her degradation more cruel than 
interesting. : 

‘The selection of the tree is the only 
special feature of the first day’s celebra- 
tion. After it has been stripped of its 
branches nearly to the top, the brushwood 
and trees fora considerable distance about 
it are removed, and it is left standing for 
the ceremony of the second day. 

‘‘Long before sunrise the eager partici- 
pants in the next great step are preparing 
themselves for the‘ordeal; and a quarter 
of an hour before the sun rose above the 


_| broken hills of white clay, a long line of 


naked young warriors. in gorgeous war- 
paint and feathers, with rifles, bows and 
arrows, and war-lances in hand, faced the 
east and the sun-poele, which was from five 
to six hundred yards away. Ordinarily 
this group of warriors numbers from fifty 
to possibly two hundred men. , An inter- 
preter near me estimated the.line I beheld 
as from a thousand to twelve hundred 
strong. Not far away, onahigh hill over- 
looking the barbaric scene, was an old 
warrior, a medicine-man of. the tribe, I 
think, whose solemn duty it was to an- 
nounce by a shout that could be heard by 
every one.of the expectant throng the 
exact moment when the tip of the morn- 
ing‘sun appeared ubeve the eastern hills. 
Perfect quiet rested upon the line of young 
warriors and upon the- great throng of 
savage spectators that blacked the green 
hills overlooking the arena. Suddenly the 
old warrior, who had ‘been kneeling on 
one. knee, with his extended palm shading 
his scraggy eyebrows, arose to his full 
height, and in a slow, dignified manner 
waved his blanketed arm above his head. 
The fev warriors who were still un- 
mounted now jumped hurriedly upon their 
ponies; the broken, wavering line rapidly 


took on a more regular appearance; ands 


then the old man, who had gathered him- 
self for the great. effort, hurled forth a 
yell that could be heard to the uttermost 
limits of the great throng.

John Encsson will always be a boy’s 
hero, ‘To read ‘of his inventions is to be-. 
lieve almost. in magic, so wonderful is it 
that one man should have done so much 
to revolutionize methods of travel and 
warfare, as wellas to have enlarged the 
field of mechanics until the possibilities 
are boundless—for the little solar. engine 
which Ericsson left as a legacy may work 
as. great wonders; when understood and — 
applied, as steam has worked. Great 
engines may yet be worked by the heat of 
the.sun, as they are now by steam and 
electricity. Think of the great economy 
in coal and labor when the sun_beconies 
the generating force in moving machinery! 
Every boy cannot be a John Ericsson, but 
every boy can hold asa principle in his 
life the principle that controlled him. 
‘Providence has given me greater abili- 
ties for use, within certain limits, than to 
any other mortal. I will be a faithful 
steward,’ he said to a friend once; and it 
was this thought that controlled his Jife. 
To every boy is given some gift not held 
by any other boy. It may not be one that 
will make him marked before the, world, 


| but it is this gift that distinguishes him 


from the rest of the world. | What he be- 
comes depends on the use he makes of 
this gift. 

“If you read the life of Ericsson, doubt- 
less you will be impressed with one thing. 
—his devotion to study; his determination 
tu understan1.whatever subject he under- 
took, He understood: the principles “of 
geometry so perfectly, applied them so 
thoroughly to mechanical drawings, that 
he found models'unnecessary. It was this 
knowledge that enabled the young Swed- 
ish engineer:to enter a contest and com- 
plete a locomotive in seven weeks and a 
‘Monitor’? in one hundred days. Some 
one gave the definition of genius as the — 
ability to do hard work; and when we 
read the life of this Swedish boy, who had 
but slight school advantages, it seems to 
have been his greatest genius, in spite of 
the monuments of skill which he left. . 

Every opportunity to gain knowledge 
was used,-and he studied especially those 
lines which he felt would. help-him_-tolead 

Boys-can do that now, 
a city of any size in which a training in 
any special line cannot be followed—art, 
chemistry, mechanics, electrical engineer- 
ing, as well as the trades. Never did boys 
in school have the opportunities they have 
now, and he who feels: himself a steward 
will work for the stewardship.—Christian

The seventy-first session of Essex Agricul- 
tural Institute was held’ in the-‘Town Hall, 
Bradford, Tuesday, the 18th inst. What 
conld be more convenient’ than to leave An- 
dover on the 9 4.M, train toreach the meet- 
ing by 9.30, the time for opening the session. 
Alas for ‘well laid plans.” The great clock 
of time was too fast or our train was too 
slow, and we discovered ourselves to be in 
Haverhill, with no conveyance to Bradford 
till towards noon. However the pedestrian 
route was without obstruction, and by the 
aid of the primitive “motor” of perhaps ten 
volt power stored in human muscle, the 
hall, after some anxious and puzzled in- 
quiries, was entered.

To.effect..thisthe..six cord . has.to-be 
made of yarn twice as fine as that de- 
manded in making the three_cord va- 
riety. “The No. 60 six cord is made of 
six strands of No, 120. yarn. Tifethree 
cord spool cotton is the same number 
as the yarn is madeof. Six cord spool 
cotton is always made from yarn 
double its number. Thread is asimple 
thing, but, simple as it is, there are: 
2,000 kinds of it and each kind goes 
through hundreds of different pro- 
cesses.—St. Louis Republic.
